Hie next section is the keyboard (4 & 5). Hie keyboard (4) on tho right of the console will bo 
stationary.

In the bade 
whero diis ventilation fiin h located (56), there will be an opening entrance with a door that closes to hide 
the plug-in connections (55). One other part, vriiidi is die antenna (54) is connected on the bade, 
illustration (57) is a streamline section of die rear of the case wh^e it fits together. 

Hiere is a lodcing iqjparatus to set die distance on the end pieces (63). These end pieces can only 
be pulled out to a certain point and then will lock in place. 

In order to hold everything in place, screws can be placed finm die bottom (48). These screws 
will hold mostly die mounting board (15X but can hold oUicr compononls directly. The board dwt sets m 
thoboiioinhasholesftiathave grooves, A not* screw fits into die holes and twists to lock diem» TTiese 
are sliown b (60, 61 , ft 62). Figures (58 ft 55) will give you a better concept of the rooimiing board and 
screw. 
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Hie entire network composed of several key aiws thai is given in a gcncnilizod flow chatt of die 
system's network. This will explain the use with tbis and other flow charts of the component ptacement 
md configuration within the case (65). 

TTie peripheral ho!o8 are covered with dido-out panels (66). Tlie slldo^ panels are for the 
cwera that arercmovable Ihxn the bay fittings (67). TTie bay that houses tlie sHdinxit panob also slide out 
for sizing large components, wifli rubber, to give close fitting around components. The expandable, 
hybridized cas^ which means two or more diffanent types of components combig toeeiher as one^ accepts 
plaoement and qpadng of traditional computer paita^ laptop parts, and digital controller boards, ftat Hi in 
the case with expandable, sliding drawers, for larger and different cwnpment housing (68), 'Hiere is, al9o» 
a liquid cooling sQ^tein with a mmiature fluid pump rotating through capiUaries to fins in heat sinks in top 
and bottom sections of the case (69). This section has temperature contnrf monitcring to cool the inside of 
the case in sections* whidi is achieved in sections by a phstic film that is either horizoiftal or veHlcal^ to 
sqwrate die different sections for dosh'od temperatures in the middle and bottom casing section. One of 
the main sections of the casing Is the power supply, which Is composed of Direct Current to Alternating 
Current inverters and Alternating Current to Direct Current converters for difTcrent power needs, with 
indicators to show power display (70)« Computer components operate together to vary the functions 
through switching of circuits, operating singularly or networking together in ponaUd, to control peripherals^ 
digital circuits^ and analogue circuits (71). Also, tiiere is an interconnecting interface to allow all 
cmputers to oonneot to other computers in the case (72). Anodier section is the detachable software, 
which we refer to as firmware for clarity* This is removable^ embedded, software, or as stated, fiimware 
(73). TTiis display system and its intwactive presentatk» can be interfaced with a stylus ligjit pen (74 ). 
Other input devices such as the two k^iboards and the third mouse, which is smart enough, can allow for 
multi-intorfichig fimctions (75). Hie top display lid has solar panels; which are angular tn geometiy to 
increase the surface area in a given space (76). Ako^ w the sides of the top display lid, there m simple, 
inno^^nocting hinges that lock to additional, adjoining, solar panels (77X T*c mountmg board, 
spoken of previously, is flexible enough to allow fin- a muUi-fecet of spacing and connectivity of 
components, whidi may be joined together either singularly or in a parallel union (78). 
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
